No. 9/l/M-Butl , — Panchavati Raj is now under implemen- 
tation in ten States. In three more States, necessary legisla- 
tion has been enacted and arrangements are under way for 
the establishment of higher-tier institutions. By the end of 
the Third Plan period, the entire country will have been 
covered by Panchayati Raj institutions. In this context the 
need for timely and efficient audit of the accounts of Pan- 
chayati Raj institutions assumes special significance. 

2. The Study Group on Budgeting and Accounting Proce- 
dure of Panchayati Raj institutions set up in July 1962 inci- 
dentally went into the question of audit and found that the 
arrangements in vogue in the States were generally satisfac- 
tory. They recommended that the States should aim at cent 
per cent audit of accounts of the Panchayati Raj institutions 
and that there should be a system of test audit of expenditure 
of grants by the Accountants General. These recommenda- 
tions are under various stages of implementation by the State 
Governments. 

3. With the progressive devolution of resources and func- 
tions to Panchayati Raj institutions the need for ensuring 
soundness and propriety in their financial transactions has 
become urgent. It has, therefore, become necessary to 
undertake a detailed examination of the actual working of the 
present system of audit of the accounts of Panchayati Raj 
institutions, to locate the deficiencies, to devise measures to 
strengthen the system and to suggest a basic pattern of audit 
suitable for all the States, allowing for local modifications. 
The Government of India have accordingly decided to set up 
a Study Team to go into the question and to make detailed 
recommendations. 

4. The composition of the team will be as follows : —

adequacy in relation both to quantum and fre- 
quency; 

(iii) To suggest, if necessary, a phased programme of the 
revised system for adoption, with due regard, among 
other things, to its financial implications and the 
availability of trained and experienced personnel; 
and 

(iv) To make such other recommendations of an inci- 
dental and consequential nature, bearing on the 
budgeting and accounting procedures of Panchayati 
Raj bodies, as the Study Team may consider neces- 
sary, to realise the objectives in view. 

6. The team should submit its report by the 31st January,

“ECONOMIC OFFENCES DIVISION" 

( Delhi Special Police Establishment ) C.BJ. 

1. Apart from cases which it takes up at its own initiative, 
this Division will conduct enquiries and investigation into 
such economic offences as may be entrusted to it either by 
the Ministry of Finance or by the Director, Central Bureau 
of Investigation. In particular, the following categories and 
types of cases will be dealt with by this Division : — 

(a) Cases under the Customs Act, the Central Excise 
Act, the Income-tax Act, the Opium and Dangerous 
Drugs Act, the Company Law Act and the Gold 
Control Rules and other similar enactments involv- 
ing economic offences. 

(b) Cases of smuggling having wide ramifications or 
international connections. 

(c) Important cases of income-tax evasion. 

2. The Division will also collect intelligence of its own 
and investigate into them. 

3. After investigation, depending on the availability of 
material, this division will-— 

(a) prosecute cases in courts of law; 

(b) refer cases for adjudication proceedings or to 
tribunals; 

(c) refer cases for such action as deemed fit; or 

(d) close the case. 

4. The Division will not take up investigation of bribery 
and corruption cases. 

5. The prosecution in courts will be conducted by the legal 
stuff attached to this Division. The services of the other 
legal staff of the C.B.I. will also be available to the Division. 
In selected cases, special counsels may be engaged.
